House counsel: and Charles 
^ Colson, speciai coup* el to 
the President. 
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No mentiuu of the loan 
was contained in Mr, Nix- 
on's pre-election financial 
statement of Sept* 16, 1972, 
which was a compilation of 
assets and liabilities. 
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
